The editorial " aA Suggested Modification in the Make Up of the Current 
List” in the November 18, 1943 issue of the Ourrent List of Medical Litera- 
ture has prompted me to examine my use of the List so that I might comment 
in advance of any changes: in its makeup.

My job is reading in general on the etiology of dental caries and mst 
of my work is done in the army Medical Library. Quantitatively, I am most 
concerned with the bound rather than current journals, but qualitatively, it 
is the last word on any particular subject that I cannot afford to miss. 
Early in my work I elected the Current List as my guide to current litera- 
ture for the reasons detailed below. The List is not perfect for my use, 
but it is the best of the three possible means of contact. I do not neglect 


the other two courses. 


Your editorial assumed that no one will be interested in all the jour- 
nals covered by the Current List. I have checked my interests against your 
subject groups and find that I regularly look into 32 of the 50. This spread 
is not influenced by past or future interest, as only one of them would seen 
to be eliminated by restriction to present reading, namely, AVIATION MEDICINE. 
However, even in that group I have found things of dental interest. 


The present practice with the current journals in the army Medical Li- 
brary is to make them available for two days before distribution to the 
‘shelves. If then I should be absent from the reading room for more than two 
days, I would miss seeing one or more days receipts. To search for them 
later would require the maintenance of an extensive checklist for which I 


have neither time, temperament or inclination. 


Even if I did look regularly at the daily receipts of journals, I would 
have to seek through objects of different shapes and sizes and search for 
coyly concealed tables of contents. In the Current List that has been done 
for me and in a uniform and convenitnt format. There are, however, about 
ten journals that I see regularly and as early as possible in the raw, but 
even for them 1 read again their tables of contents in Current List because 
of their importance.
